It seems extraordinary, 
phenomenal, that we cannot get a re- 
port from him.” 

“The fact is,’ said Mr. Aldrich, “the 

papers were in form to be presented 
and they were placed before Secretary 
Cortelyou, but he found in order to 
make the presentation to the senate in 
a form satisfactory to himself would 
require a longer time than was sup- 
posed. 
%‘‘The criticism in the senate as to the 
action led the secretary to make a 
frank and explicit answer to all sug- 
gestions as to what was done with the 
bonds and certificates of indebtedness.

“Those of us who know Mr. Cortel- 
you,’’ said Mr. Aldrich, “know that he 
is never delinquent In his public du- 
ties, and I think if the senator from 
South Carolina would find an opportunl- 
ty to talk this matter over with him he 
would be satisfied.” 

“It did not take that long to issue the 
bonds,” insisted Mr. Tillman. 

“That was a simpler matter.” retort- 
ed Mr. Aldrich.

NEAL DEBT 


fev Ret Says Conditions Are! 
Pettered by $374,000. 


FO PAY DOLLAR FOR DOLLAR 


Hearing of Intervention of State, 
to Which There Is Strenuous 
Objection, Begun and Car- 
ried Over Until Saturday, 
Restraining Order 
Is Revoked. 


That the conditions cf the Neal bank 
are $374,000 better than was shown in 
the first report filed Saturday, was evi- 
denced yesterday in the hearing of the 
intervention of the state in Judge 
Ellis’ court, when Candlers, Thomson 
& Hirsch, for the Central Bank and 
Trust Corporation, produced a supple- 
mentary report much more optimistic 
than the initial one. 

This supplement set out that $223,- 
652.78 had been collected on loans and 
discounts amountine to $2,334,590.09, 
$85,241.17 of this being allowed on notes 
set off by depositors, and while the 
sum was not In actual cash, it aided in 
the liquidation. 

Also that $138,411.61 had been col- 
lected in cash, and of this $35,263.05 
had been realized by notes held by the 
Fourth National bank of New York and 
the bank of the Manhattan Company, 
of the same city, for the accounts of 
the two institutions. 

By this means the liabilities known 
under “bills payable’ had been reduced 
to $239,736.95. 

Further, the Trust 
gia had collected on 
clearing house debt $29,002. leaving 
$2,281,937.3! in notes and discounts 
to be realized upon. The amount owing 
to depositors has been reduced $119,- 
248.71. with a balance of $!,987,471.57 
yet due them. 

Stockholders Waive Claims. 


This large reduction came through the 
waiving of claims by several stockhold- 
ers, in all amounting to $124,000 in 
demand certificates which figured in the 
total of $147,829 of demand certificates 
given as liabilities In the first report. 
E. H. Thornton, president of the late 
Neal bank, made this announcement to 
Judge Candler. 

On adjournment at 2 o'clock the case 
fn which the state desires to be given 
preference for the collection of some 
$200,000 in taxes alleged to have been 
on deposit in the Neal bank. and in 
which several depositors, through their 
attorneys.

The readine of the intervention of the 
state by Attorney General Hart and the 
chief objections and demurers by At- 
tornev Blackburn and answers by Judge 
Candler, representing the respondent, 
consumed much of the time. 

Attorney Blackburn contended that 
the state had not complied with the 
law In the matter of its deposits, pass- 
ing the set limit of $100,000 In the 
Neal bank, and by this had lost fts right 
in favor of the depositors. The state 
treasurer, he said, was bound under 
the law to protect the citizens. and he 
charged that the state had failed to 
make the proper examintions, and knew 
by those that had been made that the 
bank was unsafe. 

He averred that while the law re- 
quired two examinations each year that 
only one examination had been made 
in this instance from September, 1906, 
until December 19, 1907. Judge Hari 
moved to strike that portion of the 
answer, but Judge Ellis did not grant 
the motion, Stating, however, he would 
reserve the right to do so later. 

To that portion of the Intervention to 
the effect that the state was in need 
of the money, Attorney Blackburn re- 
plied that the other depositors also 
need it as well. 

Affidavit of State Treasurer. 


Official State Bank Examiner Park 
filed an affidavit that he was out of 
the city at the time the Neal bank 
went into the hands of a receiver, and 
did not receive the report of the exam- 
iners until the day before Christmas. 

Attorney General Hart stated that tne 
state would put in additional claims 
for the following amounts:

SHARP DEBATE 
ON IMMIGRATION 


New Members of the House 
Took Leading Part 


EXTREME VIEWS EXPRESSED 


Hepburn, Byrd and Other Members 
Violently Opposed Admission of 
Certain Immigrants to the 
United States—The Negro 
Question Brought In. 


Washington, January 20.—Unre- 
strained opportunity to express views 
on the immigration question was af- 
forded members of the house today by 
a decision, soon after convening, to 
take up and consider a Dill appropriat- 
ing $250,000 for an immigration station 
in Philadelphia, and many took advant- 
age of it. The code of laws bill was 
temporarily sidetracked. 

Members from both sides of the cham- 
ber clamored for recognition, which 
carried with it the right to spe@k for 
an hour. 

The discussion served to develop vio- 
lent opposition, led by Mr. Hepburn of 
lowa, and Mr. Byrd of Mississippi, to 
certain.classes of immigrants coming 
to the United States, while others made 
earnest pleas for them upon the ground 
that the prosperity of the country had 
been advanced because of their pres- 
in this country.

Good Showing in Spectal Taxes. 
Macon, Ga., January 20.—(Special.)— 
More than $6,000 in special taxes have 
been paid into the county treasury for 
the year.

Objections to Aldrich Bill. 

Six principal objections are urged 
against the Aldrich bill. The first as- 
serts that the measure would overthrow 
“a safe system of note issues which has 
been enjoyed since the foundation of 
the United States monetary system,” 
and the proposed law is ‘called a “step 
backwards to the conditiong which gave 
rise to the ‘wild-cat’ currency before 
the civil war. 

“It may be the entering wedge to the 
acceptance of und@sirable bonds as ée- 
curity for nete issues,” says the com- 
mission... “There @re recent examples 
in the laws of New York state legaliz- 
ing such bonds for savings banks.” 

In the second place it is urged that 
the bill would cripple the lending power 
of banks by largely decreasing the 
banks’ reserves in lawful money in or- 
der that notes might be issued. 

‘If the bonds behind these notes were 
borrowed instead of purchased, it would 
have the effect of increasing the liabil- 
ities of the banks,” adds the report, 
“which is wrong in principle.’ 

In the third piace, it is said that the 
bill would tend to create a fictitious 
bond market and thus lead municipal- 
ities to enlarge their obligations. 

The fourth objection {s that the techni- 
cal requirements which the bill provides 
must be observed before notes can be 
issued would entail “such delays as to 
make the notes available only after the 
emergency had passed.” 

The fifth objection has to do with the 
taxing provisions of the Aldrich bill. 
These sections, it is declared, would re- 
Sult in the bank’s suffering a net loss 
of 2 per cent on the notes issued, wheth- 
er they were taken out against~ pur- 
chased or borrowed bonds.

Attorney General John C. Hart waited 
until a few days ago, and then wrote 
a letter to the clerk the court at 
Washington making inquiry about it. 

A reply nas Been received, stating 
that the rule of the court is that .no 
mandate shall be sent out under thirty 
days following the decision, and it is 
not sent out then except upon request. 
There has been no request made for this 
mandate. hence it Bas not been for- 
warded. 

li expected the attorney general 
will write the clerk requesting that this 
mandate be forwarded so that it may be 
filed in the state supreme eourt, and 
the state's course in the matter dee 
termined. 

It has been the state supreme court's 
action upon the receipt of thie mane- 
daie which was expected to determine 
the necessity or lack of it for an extra 
session of the legislature, but the extra 
session talk has now subsided, and it 
is pretty well determined that the gen- 
eral assembly will not be cailed until 
it meets in regular session. 

In the meantime there ig some  in- 
terest in the action of the state gue 
preme court when this mandate comes, 
as it is generally supposed that the 
foundation work of the state's tax 
laws rests upon that action.
